Prorok's work is being centered 
mainly in the unearthing of an- 
cient Carthage, the civilization of 
which little or nothing is known. 
Its arts and literature disappeared 
with its destruction. 

The great capital of Hannibal 
and Dido was the city of its time. 
It vied with Rome for the leader- 
ship of the ancient world. Rome 
grew fearful of its power and 
Cato, a leading Roman Senator 
known as Cato the Censor. con- 
demned the city to destruction 
Scipio, a noted Roman general. 
known as Scipio Africanus, exe- 
cuted Cato's sentence and de- 
stroyed the marvelous Tunic city. 
wiped it off the earth, the histo- 
rians say, and sowed the ground 
with salt that nothing might grow 
there again. 

But Count Prorok could not be- 
lieve that a city of large ponula- 
tion with the architecture develop- 
ment it must have could 
be completely destroyed. He 
claimed that so far as is known, 
it was in existence about 1000 B.C. 
to 146 B. C. 


WRONG LOCATION 

After working with the French 
archacologists four years the 
Count decided that excavations 
were being made in the wrong 
place for the discovery of the 
Punic capital, and found basis for 
his belief some three miles west of 
Carthage. That is where he is 
working now and where he hopes 
to and has in many instances, 
found some of the richest antiqul- 
ties of all times. 

Strange and wonderful  thines 
have been dus from the ruins.

Failure to Fund Debt Costs 


$6000 Hourly Interest 


Clings to Hope of America’s 
Canceling Obligation 


Commission Sent to Discuss

NEW YORK, March i. France 
herself apparently has not yet 
realized how greatly to her own 
interest it would be to fund her 
debt to the United States. But 
the official figures at Washington 
tell the story of huge savings that 
would accrue to the French ‘tax- 


payers if the government of France , 


were to make a funding arrange- 
ment similar, for instance, to that 
already made by Great Britain. 
Let the figures tell the story: 
The principal of the amount 
loaned France (exclusive of her 
notes for purchases of war sup- 
lies) 1 $2,933,171.673.48. For 
t we hold her demand notes 
bearing 5 per cent interest. Every 
year the interest on this sum runs 
to somewhat more than $146,600.- 
000. Every year the Federal gov- 
ernment charges France on its 
books with this unpaid interest. It 
has been accumulating since May 
16. 1918. The total unpaid inter- 


es now runs to more than §800,-|. 


000,000, or considerably in excess 
of one-fourth of the principal. 

TOTAL MOUNTS HOURLY 

That, of course, is at simple in- 
terest. It is equivalent to an ac- 
cumulating bill of somewhat more 
than $12,000,000 a month, $400,000 
a day, 16.80 an hour. Thus as 
France procrastinates she is storing 
up a penalty which, of course, 
must be met some time in the fu- 
ture, of $16,600 an hour for her 
procrastination. That figure is 
based on a 5 per cent interest rate 
on her loan,

interest rate on the French debt. 
now 5 per cent, will drop to 3 per 
cent—at least for a _ ten-year 
period, as in the case of Great 
Dritain—the day such a funding 
arrangement is consummated with 
France. 


At the present rate of 5 per cent, 
the annual interest on the French 
debt is about $146,600,000; at 3 per 
cent it would fall to about 188. 
000,000—a saving of 958.600,00 a 
year to the French people. And as 
savings go, that sum is consider- 
able. It would mean that the pres 
ent charge of $400,000 a day would 
be cut to $240,000: that the French 
government would pay hourly in- 
terest of $10,000 instead of $16,500. 

France thus could save more 
than $100 a minute in interest by 
funding her debt on the same basis 
as that on which the British debt 
ie funded. France made one step. 
two and one-half years ago, to 
fund her debt. Here is how Sec- 
retary Mellon describes it: 

“In July, 1923, the French gov- 
ernment sent a special mission, 
headed by Jena V. Parmentier, dt- 
rector of the movement of funds 
of the French treasury, to the 


United States to discuss with the 


American Debt Funding Commis- 
sion (of which Mr. Mellon is 
chairman) certain data relative to 
the French debt to this govern- 
ment. M. Parmentier placed in

ANGELENO FINDS OLD VEIN 


Frank E. Davis Uncovers 


Mine Worked by Spanish| 
in Mexico 200 Years Ago | 


Something like 200 years ago, 


according to musty and almost 


faded records found from time to time in the archives of little churches 
in Mexico, the Spaniards discovered and worked the La Cucaracha mine, 
the name signifying cockroach. It was so named because the ledges 
fairly swarmed with the insects; the location of this old-time bonanza 
being in the near vicinity of Taso, State of Nayarit, on the weet ccast. 


The mine was worked by In- 
dians under Spanish padres dur- 
ing the time of Cortez. In 1812 
the mine was 


completely con-

entrance to the 


mining operations were effaced 
The padres expected to return 


because the Mexicans were vie- 
torious. The secrets of the mine 
perished with the priests; and 
yet, most fortunately, they had 
left its record and history buried 
in the old church archives. 


LIVES IN LEGEND 


Legend kept alive the fact that 
such a mine had existed, and tra- 
ditions of its wonderful richness 
were handed down from genera- 
tion to generation, and it finally 
happened that its rediscovery was 
made by an American, who is now 
engaged in its operatiog, and is 
mining ore from a fourteen-foot | 

During the revolution against 
President Diaz, according te more 
modern history, Frank E. Davis 
of Los Angeles, was prospecting 
in the wilds of Nayarit. Enthusias- 
tic and confident of success, he 
Was reluctant to leave the coun- 
try, so ful) of promise, and there- 
fore took refuge with an old priest 
in the ancient church at Compos- 
tella. padre concealéd him 
from the rebel bands in secret 
chambers behind the crumbling 
walls of the historic old mis- 


on. 
Taking a liking to young Davis, 
the priest produced for his inspec- 


‘tion some of the ancient records 


of the district, among them be- 
ing one that described the once 
famous La Cucaracha mine, but 
failed to give the exact location 
of the old wealth producer. 
SEARCHES FOR YEARS 

For several years Mr Davis 
made a systematic search for the 
Ila Cucaracha, and was successful 
in the finding of a deposit of high- 
grade gold-siiver ore near Yago. 
His fendest hopes were finally 
realized while he was prospecting 
and searching for the elusive ledge 
in the near vicinity of his prop- 
erty. He st ed upon the relics 
of an old min i the tropical jun- 
gies which had overgrown the 
surface and which had completely 
hidden every indication or ei- 
dence of its former existence. 

The old ruins had been partial- 
ly uncovered and exposed by re- 
peated cloudbursts. Fortunately 
the new-found mine was only a 
few hundred s from the Ut 
tle bonanza vis was working 
successfully at the time and on 
short notice he gathered his work- 
ing force together and made an 
tinveatigation.

American shipping men on the 
Pacific are greatly interested in the 
outcome of the mission of Stan- 
ley Dollar, vice-president_and gen- 
eral manager of the Dollar Steam- 
ship Line, and Herbert Fleishacker. 
California banker, who left San 
Francisco yesterday for Washing- 
ton with the announced intention 


of buying the entire government- 
owned fleet, passenger and freight, 
on the Pacific. James Rolph, 
Mayor of San Francisco, whose re- 
cent purchase of the nine Shippin 
Board steamers operated out o 
Los Angeles Harbor to South 
America and Australia by Swayne 
& Hoyt, Inc, was reported to be a 
preliminary move by the Dollar- 
Fieishacker interests, will also be 
present at the bidding. 

Unusual interest on this Coast 
centers on the attempts of the Dol- 
lar interests and the Pacific Mall 
Steamship Company to buy the 
Shipping Board's ten “535” pas- 
senger liners operating to the Ori- 
ent from the Pacific Coast. Five 
of these ships are operated from 
San Francisco by the Pacific Mail 
and five from Seattle by the Ad- 
miral-Oriental Line. 

Stanley Dollar has said that he 
wants to buy all ten ships or none, 
while the Pacific Mail only de- 
sires to acquire the five they now 
operate as managing agents. If 
the Dollar Line is successful in 
buying all ten, it is said that two 
of the ships will be operated to 
New York out of Los Angeles ani 

Francisco. Three are held 
sufficient to handle the Seattle-Far 
East trade.

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RIEDRICH EBERT 
Friedrich Ebert, first and only Pres 
dent of the German republic, is dead, hard- 
.|ly outliving the waning of his political n- 
fluence. Ebert was the leader of the Ger- 
man pre-war Socialists; and when the sword 


x, ot dominion was struck from the hands of 


the last of the German Kaisers by the com- 
bined might of the Allied nations it dropped 
in the midst of the Social-Democrats, who 
recovered it and buckled it about Ebert's 
waist. He wore it until his death; but it 


The procedure was like a fumble and a 
recovery on the football field. The Social- 
ists formed the only opposition to the mon- 
;archists in the German Reichstag, and, in a 
measure, the government was thrust upon 
them. 

But bert was not a Washington. He 
was a believer in the efficiency of the nos- 
trums of government and industry of Karl 
Marx. The German people supported him, 
because a returp of the monarchists was 
the only alternative. When the Kaiser and 
his fledglings fied the country the army in- 


demanded that Ebert, the son of a tailor 
and editor of a Socialist newspaper, should 
be named Chancellor. Germany was at that 
time not far from Communism. It was only 
the example of a starving and disease-swept 
„Russia that kept the government from fol- 
lowing dictation from Moscow. 

Ebert was elected President on February 
11. 1919. He was supported by a coalition 
in the Reichstag that Socialists dom- 
inated. Five years of ustrial and eco- 
nomic disaster followed. Germany sank 80 
low that for a time its recovery was doubt- 
ful. But the German people during those 
ears saw the Socialistic principles put to 
the test and found wanting. Slowly but 
surely the tenets of Socialism were repudi- 
ated. A party true to the republic but op- 


elected to the Reichstag to wrest control 
from the Socialist group. 


Ebert remained a Socialist President of a 
Conservative government. Had he lived 


have been succeeded by a Conservative 
President. He died like Montcalm at Que 
bec, without witnessing the final collapse 
of the government he had founded. 
His experience is that of one who sin- 
cerely adheres to false principles.. He lived 
to find that it is impossible for a govern- 
ment to rum the industries of a country suc- 
cessfully. He helped to demonstrate that 
such a poliey is contrary to the impelling 
secret forces that direct the destinies 
peoples. 


and steadfastly refused to follow the lead 
of either monarchists or Communists. in 
keeping the government true to republican 
principles he performed a notable public 
service and deserves a high place in the 
annals of the German people. . 

Experience has proved that the first years 
of a republic are always dangerous ones. 
‘There is an almost irrepressible tendency to 
degenerate from liberty to license. Ebert 
held Germany together. He was able to 
thwart the designs of the French govern- 
ment and people to dismember the nation. 
to break it up into small independent states. 
During his term of office the country re- 
mained intact, although a part of it was al- 
ways in possession of French troops. 

It was unfortunate that one with so sin- 


vest. At the present time the government 
is in the hands of a Conservative Repub- 
lican group. And dispatches from Berlin 
and Hamburg are to the effect that living 
conditions in Germany are again tolerable, 
that the recovery under the Dawes plan is 
fairly under way and that German industry 
is again finding a place in the sun.

NOTABLE LIFE

Plans Complete, Says Writer 


‘Within the last year the num 
ber of workmen employed in mak- 
ing military clothing in Germany 
has increased nearly 150 per cent 
and stores for troopa are being 
maintained in all depots. 

The extraordinary fact is re- 
corded that in the Reichswehr ar- 
senals there are now 500,000 new. 
ly manufactured gas masks, mak- 
ing five per man of that organiza- 
tion. The charge is also made in 
the report of the control com- 
mission that within the last few 
months Krupps have §recom- 
menced they manufacture of rifles. 
Heavy guns have been detected in 
the same works, and five years 
after the peace the German muni- 
tion concerns have not been dis- 
mantied 

Accord ng to Allied officialdom 
this is about the most seriuus 
charge in the commission's report.

Rome, of course, is the capital of 


all Italy, but it also is the capital 


of a province consisting of the city 
itself and its suburbs. All the 
provinces of Italy function identi- 
cally, so we will deal cally 
with the Province of Rome. 

The police of Rome, and there- 
fore of all Italy, essentially con- 
sists of the Caribinieri—Carhin- 
eere—who are and have always 
been a hand-picked cor 
turies of cherished fighting tradi- 
tions behind them.

Rome, it is true, has only about 
760,000 " inhabitants, but its vita, 
importance to Italy is so great ar 
to be difficult for Americans fully 
to comprehend it.
